Some have thought that this is 


from the Bangor schooner Sallie B., 
which foundered off Seguin on April 
10. but that craft 
was over 
forty 


years old, while all agree that this 
wreckage was from a new vessel or 
else from an old vessel just rebuilt, 
which was not the case with, the 
Sallie B. 


It is not likely either, that so much 


wreckage would have worked up here 
from Seguin, in view of the prevail- 
ing southerly winds. 
It is almost 


certain that some craft has just met 
disaster and that the wreckage js not 
from the Bangor schooner.

high." said the artificial leg maker. "It 
Is a beauty, though, isn't it. I venture to 
say there isn't another one in Philadel- 
phia like it. on or off. and it's as light 
as a feather, too." 


With these words, says the Shoe Re- 


tailer, the creator of 
artificial limbs 


flourished a leg in the air. He was fa- 
and smiling, and he spoke with an indis- 
tinguishable foreign accent, and every 
once in awhile his face beamed with en- 
thusiasm. 


'They all come to Philadelphia for 


them, too," he continued. "We've cus- 
tomer? from all over Europe, Asia and 
Africa. There are Jots of leg makers 
in the city—at least they call themselves 
such, but some of them are not leg mak- 
ers at all: they're harness makers." 


The august Philadelphia leg maker, 


purveyer to kings. q>>ecns and govern- 
ment officials, took a little time to show 
the specimens around the room. They 
were fat and thin, long and short, grace- 
ful and otherwise. Some of them were 
huddled in corners, accumulating the 
dust of ages; others hung aloft on racks, 
so light and airy that they were wafted 
to and fro in the breeze. 


"You see," continued the leg maker, 


"we know how to do things now. We've 
got the secret all right. First they rhop 
down the willow tree: then we cut out 
the legs. It takes a heap of flexible 
leather to put the tendons in the right 
.place. See that spring in the ankles? 
That's made by the leather 
tendons. 


If you saw one on a man you could 
not tell the difference.

pink enamel.

don't ir?" At this juncture a rap came 
at the door, and a big man, six feet 
four, weighing nearly 300 pounds, en 
tered.

I only saved the one I had 
on, and now you've got to get to work 
to make another set for me double 
quick."

"Do you know who he is?" ques 


tinned he of the leg trade, after the 
ponderous man had .cone. 
"Well, ho 


is the son of one of the richest women 
in the United States. He lost his leg 
through dTsease, and he always romes 
to Philadelphia to have his sets made. 
Plain, ordinary boxes do for most peo- 
ple to cart their legs around in. but 
he's got fine leather cases with his 
name engraved upon them. 


"Do many of them go in on such a 


wholesale plan?" was queried of the 
leg maker. 


"Heaps of them," he replied. lacon- 


ically. 
"Some of them ran do any- 


thing with 'em. There's one young 
man in this city who belongs to a 
glee club and they tell me he's the best 
dancer of Irish jigs in the town. 
".»? 


was a good dancer before he lost'his 
leg, and he's all right yet. No; we 
have no lady attendants. 
We ought 


to have, though. What's the reason? 
Oh, because there is not one woman 
In Philadelphia that I can find who 
knows fhe trade. 
Pity, too, because 


there's money in it. A good leg maker 
ought to make at least $25 per week. 


"There are six or seven men in pub- 


lic life, well known, who wear 
arti- 


ficial limbs. None but their intimate 
friends and families know it. however. 
One young lady in Philadelphia who 
led a number of dances laat winter 
has an artificial leg. 
It is easy to 


waltz with one after you learn how to 
use them. 


"Oh, 
yes, artificial leg making is the 


thing for me," concluded the Ing mak- 
er. "I started out as a fine carpenter, 
doing up banks and public buildings, 
nr.'! one day I went into a place in New 
V'-rk to order an artificial limb for a 
friend in distress. The maker was a 
doctor, strange to say. 
He sized me 


up nnri I sized him up, and in a short 
tliii" i wns under contract to work 
for hi-.t. They can't steal our patents, 
either, ffir It's as hard to make an ar- 
tiflcial limb without years of learning 
as it would be for some tinhorn maker

Herbs Cheap and Give a Nice Flavor 


and Their Use Recommended 


by a Fin* Cook. 


Four pounds of beef round or shoul- 


der, one-half teaspoonful salt, a dash 
of cayenne, two bay leaves, one-half 
teaspoonful cloves, ona teaspoonful all- 
spice, one-fourth teaspoonful mace, one 
onion, juice of one lemon, four table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil or butter. 
Mix 


the spices, salt and pepper together 
and rub them well into the meat on 
all sides. 
Mix the lemon juice and 


oil or butter together, pour over the 
meat and let it stand in an earthen 
vessel for 24 hours. 
Then put it with 


all its juices into a saucepan, add the 
onion and bay leaves, cover with 
boiling water, and let it simmer for 
two hours. 
When done, take out the 


meat, and boil the liquid down to one 
piit. 
Brown a tablespoonful of but- 


ter in a frying pan, add a tablespoon- 
ful of flour, mix. and then add half a 
pint of the boiling liquid in which the 
meat was cooked; stir until it boils, 
season with Worcestershire sauce, and 
serve it with the beef. 
Mrs, Bertha 


Dahi Laws, addressing a women's in- 
stitute in Canada, gives the following 
method of cooking an Inferior cut of 
meat: 
"I can buy a piece of meat, 


four to six pounds, for 30 cents, with 
hardly any bone. 
I tie it up in a 


solid chunk, and pour over it one cup 
of water and a half cup of vinegar, 
which are boiling hot, and let it stand 
over night. 
In the morning pour off 


the vinegar (which may be put in a 
bottle for use again), wipe, dust with 
flour, and fry quickly in salt pork fat 
until a crust has formed. 
Pour off 


the fat. and cover the meat with boil- 
ing hot water, and add seasoning. 
believe in using herbs—they are cheap 
and give a nice flavor. Onions are at 
once a medicine and a food. 
Do not 


let the meat boil; Just simmer on the 
back part of the stove for Jour to six 
hours. 
By cooking this meat on wash 


days, ironing days, or baking days, the 
question of fuel will be settled."—Ku- 
ral New Yorker.

MOST COSTLY LEATHER. 


That 
Made 
from 
Walrus 
Hide, 


Which It Takes Years 


to Tan. 


"We have had," said a dealer, "wal- 


rus leather two inches 
thick, 
such 


being worth about $500 a side, bring- 
ing, 
as it does, $2 50 a pound. 


"It takes four or five years to tan a 


walrus hide of that thickness. 
If the 


hide is not thoroughly and perfectly 
tanned the raw strip left in the middle 
will turn as hard and smooth as iron. 


"It takes two or three years to tan 


Inch thick walrus, and the leather of 
that thickness calls for $1.25 a pound, 
three-quarter inch walrus, bringing 75 
cents a pound by the side. 


"V.'alrus leather is used chiefly for 


polishing purposes by manufacturing 
jewelers. 
If is cut into discs, which 


are mounted as wheels. Walrus is a 
durable leather and it is especially 
desirable in this use because it pol- 
ishes without scratching."

Width cad Thickness. 


One of the moat prevalent mlwon- 


eeptiont about a good road I* that it 
must be wide. The optimistic pro- 
jectors of a treat boulevard to ex- 
tend from ocean to ocean have \'.~~ 
tured the advantage of such » road, 
built by the government. 200 fcrt 
wide, aays Jamea W. Abbott in Oool 
Road Magazine. Tbe great ;ransro:»- 
Unental railroads of 
the 
rnii^>d 


States, which aucceiBfully carry a a 
amount of traffic almost beyond the 
power of Imagination have, as jet. 
but a single track four feet eight nnd 
one-half inches wide, but that trac : 
they try to make Just w good as the 
money at their command will make 
It, and it does tbe business. It has 
turnouts at frequent intervals, and 
In some places there arc short 
stretches of double 
track—never 


more. 


The amount of traffic 
which a 


good highway fifteen feet wide will 
accommodate has never yet been de- 
termined, because there has never 
been a necessity for such a test. 


The great Applan way, the most 


celebrated road In history, was but 
14 to 18 feet wide, exclusive of foot- 
paths. 


A word about the depth of road 


covering. 
In Belllngham we deter- 


mined upon nine Inches of finished 
macadam In the center . and five 
Inches on the sides. In Walla Walla 
we determined upon a maximum of 
eight Inches In the center and 
K'.X 


on the sides. The reason why th!a 
difference was made I will try to 
make clear. The Massachusetts high- 
way commissioners have made a verv 
careful study of the wearing effect of 
ways, and have found that on thf* or 
dlnary road, where there was not a 
stream of vehicles running continu- 
ously in each direction, the wr-ar of 
the surface was almost confined to a 
strip ten feet in width in the middle 
of the road, and when they resurfuro 
as they do every five or six years, 
they are obliged to put very Mttle 
material outside of this ten feet. 


The principles which underlie tho 


selection and 
use of material for 


stone-covered roads are few and sim- 
ple. 
The properly constructed ma- 


cadam road should have a covering 
•which won't break down under traf- 
fic and which will wear away slowly. 
In order that it may not break clown 
under traffic it must be thick enough, 
and tha mass should be sufficiently 
coherent so that the wheels will nor. 
penetrate it. This coherency is bost 
effected 
by some 
material wliinh 


tends to cement the rock toget"v>r. 
The dust which results from finely 
grinding many rocks, when misocl 
with water, forms such a cemor.t. 
Other rocks lack this quality, and it 
has to be lupplied in some other way. 
Nearly all varieties of limestone pos- 
sess this property and can be used ef- 
fectively in cementing together rocks 
which lack it. 


Many clays possess it. and. while 


very unsuitable alone for a roarl sur- 
face, will help to produce oiCPllent 
results vith other rock. It has never 
been sufficiently determined, or if it 
has it has never been confided to r'-.e 
public, what The chemical properties 
are of materials which act as cement. 
\Ve know that Iron oxides possesa 
this property to some extent, and ! 
have my own theory as to some other 
chemicals, but it is not important to 
express it nere. A rock which i? hot'i 
tonph and hard will make a gool 
macadam road, whatever its cla.-si- 
fication or chemical eontsituents may 
be.
